Seville. — Month of August, 1907. Estimated population, 148,315. 
Total number of deaths, 380, including diphtheria 2, enteric fever 3, 
scarlet fever 5, whooping cough 3, smallpox 3, and 77 from tuber- 
culosis. 

West Indies — Curagao. — Two weeks ended September 13, 1907. 
Estimated population, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 7. No 
deaths from contagious diseases reported.
